Legislation May Take 
That Form. 


Senator Vest's Measure Provid- 
ing Free Coinage 


Jumbled Up With the 
Repeal Bill. 


Appointment of Committees by 
Speaker Crisp. 


Representative Biand Retains His Old Posi- 
tion—Mr. Springer Loses the Ways 
and Means—A Midwinter 
Fair Bill. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The impression 
is growing about the Capitol that 
the present extraordinary session 
of Congress may come to an end about 
the middle of September. This ap- 
pears to be based upon confidence in 
the possibilities of a compromise being 
entered into within that period upon 
the financial question. Nearly all of 
the important legislation accomplished 
in recent years has been the result of 
a compromise, and the outcome of con- 
ference committees. 


Those persons who hold to the opin- 
ion that adjournment is possible next 
month, say that Senator Vest’s propo- 
sition to provide for the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 20 to 1 will He 
passed by the Senate, and ultimately 
become a part of the bill for uncon- 
ditional repeal, which is expected to 
be passed by the House. 

The likelihood of the veto by Presi- 
dent Cleveland of such a measure’ has 
been discounted by the believers in the 
reported early adjournment. They 
argue thatgit would be impossible to 
rally a two-thirds vote in either house 
to pass it over his veto, and that 
nothing could be accomplished as far 
as the financial situation is concerned 
by Congress remaining in session after 
such a veto has been received. More 
experienced watchers of political events 
place no confidence in these early ad 
journment theories. 

Interest in the financial discussion in 
the House was dwarfed today in the 
greater interest everyone felt in the 
announcement of the standing commit- 
tees by Speaker Crisp. No one was 
prepared for the radical changes made 
in the personnel of some important 
committees. Representatiye Springer 
of Illinois gives way to Representa- 
tive Wilson of West Virginia, as chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, and the Illinoisan is made chairman 
of the Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency. 

Representative Holman of Indiana, 
the venerable ‘‘watch dog of the treas- 
ury,’’ is deposed from the Committee 
on Appropriations, in favor of Repre- 
sentative Sayres of Texas, and is given 
the head of the Committee of Indian 
Affairs. Representative Bland of Mis- 
souri is retained at the head of the 
Committee on Coinage, but the free 
coinage people are disappointed in the 
committee being changed so as to 
leave much doubt whether they are not 
in a minority, and whether the finan- 
cial policy of the administration may 
not find a majority in the committee. 

Congressman Tracey of New York, 
who is the administration man, and is 
second on the committee, claims the 
Speaker deferred to the repealing ele- 
ment to such an extent as to make 
the committee “mildly free coinage,” 
instead of “‘radically free coinage,’ and 
insists on counting Representative Kil- 
gore of Texas with the free coinage 
men. The committee will stand 9 to & 
for free coinage. The ‘Committee on 
Banking and Currency is, said to be op- 
posed to free coinage by 11 to 6. 

The removal of Representative Hol- 
man from the head of the Appropria- 
tions Committee is interpreted by some 
to mean that the Speaker favors more 
liberal appropriations in the Fifty-third 
Congress. The removal of Represent- 
ative Springer from the Ways and 
Means Committee gives this important 
chairmanship in the House to the 
South, but, aside from this, the make- 
up of the Committee on Ways and 
Means does not indicate any essential 
change from the policy of the last Con- 
gress. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS, 
EXTRA SESSION, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—(By the 
Associated - Press.) SENATE.—Senator 
Peffer offered a substitute for the 
bill to increase national bank circula- 
tion. Senator Chandler offered a reso-

mittee on Privileges and Elections, de- 
claring John Martin not entitled to a 
seat as Senator from Kansas, as no 
election was held. Senator 
Stewart offered a resolution, which 
was agreed to, calling on the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for a statement 
as to the silver bullion purchased in 
Jiily, with the prices, and as to the 
silver. bullion offered for sale in the™ 
same month with the prices asked. 
The Finance Committee bill reported 
on last Friday to discontinue the pur- 
chase of silver bullion was taken up 
so as to offer Senator Morrill an oppor- 
tunity of addressing the Senate in 
favor of the bill.

It may 
be called a bet@#@r remedy to ‘stop pur- 
clrasing silver, But without it the case 
is hopeless. In all th« world, we cre 


now. the only purchaser of silver. 
cease from purchasing might tempo- 
rarily cheapen {ts price. but to open 
our mints to free coinage would per- 
manently cheapen its value, as its 
solitary accumulation in our hands has 
already sufficiently demonstrated. 

In the language of Burke, “A wise 
and salutary neglect’ is the highest 
service that could now be rendered to 
silver. The crucial test is whether -we 
are or are not to drop bimetallic stand- 
ard. 

At the close pot Senator Morrili's 
speech, Senator; Voorhees presente! 
the letter add ed to hinf by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, showing the 
probable cost of coining silver at a 
changed ratio, had it read by the 
clerk. 

The vote on e Lee Mantle case, 
“ghich was to e been taken today, 
went over to Wednesday. The bill re- 
ported this week from the Finance 
Committee of the California Midwinter 
International Exhibition, authorizing 
the transfer to San Francisco from 
Chicago of dutiable goods on e¢xhibi- 
tion there, and of foreign employces, 
was taken up and passed. 

The Mantle cage, involving the right 
of a governor of a State to appoint a 
senator in case a bkgisiature fails to 
elect one, was again taken up, and 
Senators Vance and George argued 
against the right of appointment in 
Such cases. 

After an executive session the Sen- 
ate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—After the House met this 
morning, Representative Powers of 
Vermont, took the floor in support of 
the repeal ef the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act. 

Representative Hooker of Mississippi 
spoke against the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause, believing no _ relief 
would come to the country on ac- 
count of the repeal. The lack of con- 
fidence was not with the masses, 
but with the money institutions lock- 
ing up the currency of the country. 
There had been, he safd, from 1878 to 
1893, some 420,000,000 silver dollars 
coined with a difference between the 
face value and present market value 
of. $176,000,000, a depreciation of over 
40 per cent. The stock of bullion 
and silver dollars now on hand, if 
placed in the hands of a receiver, 
would exhibit a m-'«ncholy loss. 
the efforts made by all 
of the power and prestige of the na- 
tional govérnment to enhance the 
value of silver showed_that the uni- 
versal law of supply ahd demand was 
still invincible, and could not be set 
aside, even by the dynamics of the 
legal tender laws. Every milestone 
along the dreary track of unsuccess- 
ful experiments marked a step down- 
ward in the depreciation of silver. 
Foreign nations would not be per- 
suaded to adopt any measure of re- 
lief in favor of silver by the fact that 
it might afford some relief to the 
United States, but they would do 
much for their own relief. 

The repeal of the silver purchasing 
clause the act of 1880 would give 
us the practical force so long manli- 
festly disregarded in the final determi- 
nation of the silver\problem, and Eu- 
rope, after all, to previde for its com- 
ing financial necessities, was most 
likely to reach the conclusion that sil- 
ver should not remain obsolete and use- 
less only as a commodity. He did not 
favor bimetallism without an increase 
of silver in the silver coinage, as, with- 
out an increase, it would be impossible 
to maintain parity between gold and 
silver, even with the co-operation of 
many nations, nor would he favor free 
coinage of silver by the Unitéd States 
alone, where the ratio between the two 
metals would be advanced, for the rea- 
son that the present colossal output of 
silver could not be annually absorbed 
by any single nation, and the prepos- 
terous attempt to absorb on our part 
mighf win a smile from the Goverfior 
of Coldrado, but it would provoke rid- 
icule of the commercial world, and in- 
exorably cause its further deprecia- 
tion. 

No remedy would have a prosperous 
ending which did not squarely and 
fully recognize the existing extraor- 
dinary magnitude of the amount of 
silver which must be furnished with a 
new market. If the United States 
should tamely assume the burden of 
the monopoly of silver, that fact 
might induce France, and other nations 
also, to join the gold monometallists 
of Europe. There are now few of 
the necessaries of life for which the 
United States is dependent on other 
countries, while cotton, petroleum and 
provisions could not be so readily or 
satisfactorily «obtained elsewhere as 
in the United States. There is, there 
fore, no possibility of circumstances 
that could deprive this country of its 
large and natural share of the world's 
gold, unless by coinage it went 4di- 
rectly to a silver standard, and unless 
the revenue laws were so framed as to 
make imports exceed the exports per- 
manently, 4nd that was a risk which 
no political party would take. 

With a sound currency, foreign gold 
and capital would flow into our>coun- 
try by millions for investment, but, 
with any cheap or uncertain standard, 
money panics would be an every-day 
occurrence, and foreign capital would 
Stand aloof, and foreign: creditors 
would demand prompt return of all 
investments.

Representative Sperry of Connecti- 
cut ‘opposed free coinage, and advo- 
cated the Wilson bill, and Representa- 
tive Cox of Tennessee argued against 
the pending bill. 

Representative Settle of North Caro- 
lina opposed the free coinage of silver, 
‘and favored the Wilson bill

DEADLY WORK. 
The Cholera Shown to Be Ravaging Parts of 
Hungary. 

LONDON, Aug. 21.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Daily News 
sent a medical commissioner to Hun- 
gary to investigate the cholera. He re- 
ports that in one .vallev there were 
205 persons seized. of whom ninety 
died since August 19. At the town of 
Delatyn, in Nadworna, sixteen ‘were 
seized on August 15, and all died. The 
inhabitants believed that the doctor 
poisoned his patients in order to stop 
the infection. 

The commissioner concludes that 
there is no doubt that the government 
concealed the existence of cholera in 
Hungary for commercial reasons.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.)

He Starts a Trust Company With Eleven 
Banks as Feeders—Securities Disposed 
of for Personal Benefit—Deficit 
$600,000.

KANSAS CITY, Aug. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Henry Wooimer, 
attorney for Special Bank Examiner 
Latimer, acting as agent of the First 
National Bank of Marion, Kan., filed 
attachments today against George D. 
Galbraith, special bank examiner, in 
charge of the National Bank of Kan- 
sas City, National Bank of Com- 
merce, and American National Bank 
by E. M. Donaldson, president of the 
First National Bank of Marion, Kan. 

It is charged that Donaldson se- 
cured loans from the bank of which 
he was president for personal use 
without adequate security. He has 
since disappeared, and the bank is 
short $23,013.

His ventures, however, did not de- 
velop according to expectations, and 
from subsequent events it becomes ap- 
parent he determined to realize what 
cash he could and leave the country. 
Accordingly, last winter, he opened a 
branch office here, and disposed of a 
large amount of securities _and assets 
of the Iowa concern. The Union Trust 
Company was among the.first financial 
institutions to go under, when financial 
difficulties began last spring. With it 
went down the eleven Iowa banks.

The Live Stock Exhibit Opened Yesterday 
for tion. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The exhibition of live 
stock opened this morning at the stock 
pavilion, in the presence of 20,000 peo- 
ple. It is said to be the largest and 
most complete exhibition of the kind 
ever held on the American continent. 
It will remain open until August 28. 
There are 1017 horses, 1800 head of 
sheep, 12,000 cattle, and 1500 hogs. 
‘They are housed in forty stables, each 
twenty feet long and forty-two feet 
wide, at the south end of the grounds.

Ta: Motive of the Future. 
| A few days ago reference was made 


in these columns to a new electric 
moter for hauling heavy trains, of 
/ Which much is expected. The advo- 
(ates of steam will not, however, give up 
| that system of transportation without 
a big struggle. A new steam 
motive has recently been invented 
which, if it does all that it promises, 


loco- 


will probably prolong the life of the 
steam engine on our railroads for a 
number of years. This new motor, a 


description of which is given in the 
American Journal of Politics, promises 
io carry one across the continent in 
less than half the time now required. 
Its inventor declares that it can make 
1) miles per hour with no smoke and 
with a saving of 69 per cent. of the 
fuel. In September or October it is 
| proposed to have a train of ten Pull- 
men cars drawn from New York to 
Chicago in ten hours by this new 
motor, which is called the Raub grav- 
ity eneine. 

According to the inventor of this 
| motor, the defects in the most power- 
ful ordinary engine of the present. day 
which have prevented them from ac- 
| complishing a speed of nearly one hun- 
dred miles per hour when heavily load- 
ed are the following: 
| “First—They lack the establishment 
(of their center of gravity, and thus 
the location of their motive power at 
or within the transverse vertical plane. 
“Second—The unavoidable result of 
this deficiency is not only her unbal- 
eneed condition, with its consequent 
pounding and oscillations, but the 
position of a dead weight averaging 
33 per cent. of her total weight, and 
hence the maintenance of the same 
| at a dead loss of its expenses incurred 
and the reduction of her freight power, 
of decreased 


equivalent to its ratio 
actual tractive force. 
“Third—The width of her firebox is 
limited by the width of her frame and 
the gauge of the road, in consequence 
of which the length of the grates ex- 
ceed the limits of its combustive cen- 
/ ter, and thus the combustion becomes 
| defective. 


“Fourth—The economical use of fuel 
and the production and maintenance 
of the requisite hot gases within a 
hig time demand a better diffusion 

of its caloric heat, and thus a more 
| sclentifiec construction of its boilers.” 


These deficiencies of the ordinary en- 
gine, it is claimed, have now been suc- 
| cessfully and completely supplied by 
this new locomotive, which has been 
tested on the Erie line. This is an 
age of tremendous competition in 
transportation, and every year wmit- 
nesses the introduction of some im- 
provements which would have been 
thought impossible ten years ago. It 
is within the range of possibilities 
that before the end of the present 
century the ordinary rate of travel 
for express trains on the leading rail- 
roads of the East will be 100 miles an 
hour. To attain anything like such a 
rate of speed on the Pacific Coast and 
in the Western States there would 
have to be a vast improvement in the 
road beds, and to justify the railroad 
company in going to such a heavy 
expenditure of money there must be a 
great dncrease in travel. It certainly 
seems, however, as if the long journey 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic might 
even now be considerably reduced in 
time. It is seventeen years since the 
special train of the Jarrett and Palmer 
theatrical troupe made the trip from 
New York to San Francisco in three 
days and a half, and since that day 
this time has not been equaled. 


Plenty of Money. 

While much is said about the scar- 
city of money among the' people, the 
statistics of the ™savings banks do not 
tend to show that there is a scarcity 
of available cash. The New York World 
prints a table of savings bank deposit- 
ors by States, and the amount of de- 
posits in 1892. The figures for the 
' States of Virginia, Kansas, Kentucky, 


Mississippl, Missouri, Nebraska, Ne- 
vada, Oregon, Montana, Wyoming, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Idaho 


and Arizona, are for some reason omit- 
ted. The total number of depositors 
was 4,751,605, and the total amount of 
deposits $1,712.769,026. This is an aver- 
/age of $558 to each depositor, which is 
/a showing that cannot probably be 
made in arty other country of the world. 
It should also be remembered that only 
a portion of the savings of the people 
are deposited in -savings banks. In 
| fact, people, as a rule, only place their 
; money in savings banks temporarily 
/until they have accumulated sufficient 
which to buy a home or make 
} some profitable investment. Very large 
sums are invested in building associa- 
tions throughout the country. 

New York, of course, leads the list 
of States in the number of depositors 
/and the amount of their deposits, which 
are, in roung Agures, 1,500,000 and $588,- 
m0.000 respectively. New York is, how- 
ever, closely followed by Massachusetts, 
which had 1,139,000 depositors and $370,- 
| 000,000 deposits. It is a long jump from 
| these figures to the next State in the 

list. which is, as far as the ‘amount 

of depositors, thrifty Connecticut, with 
depositors and $122,000,000 de- 
California had rather more on 
than Connecticut, the amount 
fing $127,312,088, but the number of 
deposilors was not much more than 
half as great, being 167,667, which is 
on ayerage of about $760 to each de- 

fe in the State. This is more than 
/ twice the average deposits of the coun- 
try at large, and is another tribute to 
the wealth of the Golden Stade.

Church Girls’ Hospitality to their Workin 
Sisters. 


The young women of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, and especially of the 
Y.P.C.E. Society, have been for about 
four months quietly carrying on a 
work that ought to be heartily com- 
mended. 

In the second floor church parlors 
on Second street and Broadway, they 
have turned cooks and waitresses, com- 
ing each day by twos and in their reg- 
ular order, for the pure sake of con- 
tributing their mite to the comfort 
and pleasure of the women of t 
working classes. There are large num- 
bers of working girls and women hav- 
ing an hour at noon, who are at a 
loss how to spend it agreeably. They 
may be clerks in stores, in offices, 
stenographers, book-keepers, and many 
of them do not know where to eat m 
luncheon in any privacy and with 
cleanly surroundings. These are the 
women whose wants the church girls 
have sought to meet. 

The idea originated, like hosts of 
other good ideas, from a young 
womgn's thinking about it, and speak- 
ing of it to her friend, and they.told 
somebody else, and somebody else 
said: “‘Why not go ahead and do it?” 
They have done it, and it is a success. 

The church parlors are very attrac- 
tive. They ‘have bright, clean carpets, 
and there is a bay window with a 
raised platform which forms a little 
sitting-room, and in it are chairs and 
a rocking chair with a comfortable 
cushion which some girl thought far 
enough to make; and here the work- 
ing girls drop in at noon and chat to- 
gether, or they bring their fancy 
work, and they find an abundant sup- 
ply of good books and magazines on 
the table close at hand. Of course, all 


these are contributed; for, as stated 
in the start, it is work of 
love. “If we are very tired,” 
one of the girls said yester- 
day, “‘we take the cushion and lie 


down on the carpet, and have a nice 
nap. It is so clean, and cool, and com- 
fortable up here, that it is easy to 
sleep.’ From this it may be gath- 
ered that no one has thought far 
enough yet to contribute a soft, springy, 
lovely’’ lounge .for these 
aut of somebody's ample pocket.

Previous to this, before so many 
were out of town, they provided at 
noon hot soups and salads. 5 cents each; 
bread and Butter, 5 cents each. Tea is 
always free. At night a stew of some 
kind was furnished, the object being 
to have something appetizing and hot; 
for many of their patrons are em- 
ployed evenings and cannot take the 
time or afford the expense of going to 
their homes. The night meal included 
coffee and bread and butter, these be- 
ing charged for at the rate of 5 cents 
each. With the money thus received 
the entertainers, as far as possible, 
supplied @heir stores. 

As can readily be seen, there is no 
profit in the concern, except that large 
profit—the consciousness of having 
shelped to make life easicr and happier 
for somebody, on a journey where we 
all need help.

THE PRICE HIGH. 


The Mayor Calls Down the 
Contractors. 


The Bid on Third Street Declared 
to Be Excessfve. ~ 


The Ordinance Finally Passed Over 
His Honor’s Veto. | 


A Special Committee Appointed to Investi- 
gate the Street Superintendent's 
Office—General Routine 
Business. 


The City Council transacted a good 
deal of business yesterday. The Coun- 
cil met at the customary time, and 
all of the members were present. 

MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR. 


The following communication from 
the Mayor was read: 

“To the honorable Council of the 
city of Los,Angeles: I return, without 
my approval, resolution of award for 
grading, macadamizing, etc., Third 
street, between Los Angeles street and 
the easterly line of Crocker street. 

“Without comparison of the prices 
for the other items in the award, none 
of which certainly are too low, I would 
call your attention particularly to the 
prices named for curb and sidewalk. 

“The cash price paid by private 
parties for a good job of cement curb 
is not over 32 cents per lineal foot; 
the price named in the award, 50 cents, 
is an overcharge of 56% per cent. 

“A good cement sidewalk can be 
laid down under private contract for 
10 cents per square foot. The price in 
the award is 15 cents per square foot, 
an excess of 50 per cent. 

“The fact that there was but one bid 
on this work should not authorize us 
to allow the contractor more for the 
work than it is reasonably worth. 
Even should we be willing to make 
the property-holder pay for the de- 
ficiency in the market value of street 
bonds, a discount on the bonds of 20 
per cent. would justify an increase on 
the contract of but 25 per cent., and 
not 50 per cent. and over as is done by 
this award. 

' “While I am very anxious to see 
our city improved and beautified as 
quickly as possible, and more par- 
ticularly under'the bond section of the 
street law, as I have heretofore recom- 
mended, being at that time under 
the impression that our street bonds 
were selling at par,I donot approve of 
requiring our citizens to have 50 cents 
worth of work done and to pay $1 
therefor, with 6 or 7 per cent. interest 
thereon besides. I am assured by 
prominent attorneys that our street 
bonds are legal, and that we will have 
a decision in a short time to that 
effect, and I recommend that this sac- 
rifice of the means of the property- 
— be averted till such decision be

on.”’ 

President Teed said that he had not 
heard of work Being done at as low a 
price as that named by the Mayor. 

Mr. Butcher, a eontractor, was per- 
mitted to speak. He said that the 
chances were not in favor of a small 
contractor taking bonds for street im- 
provement. For cash. he believed a 
curb could be put in for 35 cents per 
foot. If done for a bond a contractor 
could not afford to do it at less than 
37% or more cents per foot. 

Councilman Strohm said that he be- 
lieved there was not a’ street in the 
city that needed improving: as much 
as Third street, between Los Angeles 
and Crocker streets. He did not know 
of a single property ownér who was 
not in favor of the work. The only one 
who had objected to it was a gentle- 
man who did not own property there, 
but who, on account of holding a 
mortgage on some property there, was 
objecting to the work for a purely 
financial reason. He therefore moved 
that the resolution of award be ap- 
proved, notwithstanding the objections 
of the Mayor. Adopted.

COMPLAINTS AGAINST BICYCLERS. 


The Chief of Police reported as fol- 
lows: 

“Numerous complaints are made to 
me by citizens of men and boys riding 
bicycles on the sidewalks of the streets 
of this city, and I gm informed that 
in quite a number of instances parties 
have been injured by being run against 
or over by the bicycle riders. We 
have no city ordinance regulating this 
matter, and as the number of bicycles 
now in use here is very great and 
rapidly increasing, I respectfully sug- 
gest that your honorable body pass an 
ordinance regulating this matter, and 
that the riding of bicycles upon the 
sidewalks be prohibited.”’ 

Referred to the Board of Public 
Works and City Attorney. 

The communication from the Street 
Superintendent, asking that a commit- 
tee be appointed to investigate the af- 
fairs of his office, was, on motion of 
Councilman Innes, referred to a com- 
mittee of three to make a thorough 
investigation of the office of that 
official. 

The appointment of a committee was 
postponed till later in the day.

The Sewer Committee reported: 

We, your committee, to whom was 
referred the communication from the 
Board of _ asking the Council 
to lay out sewer district so that 
the county hospital could connect with 
the same, beg to report that we find 
that the most of the property in the 
immediate vicinity of the county hos- 
pital is acre property, and it would 
work great hardship on the owners to 
build sewers in the streets until it is 
more thickly settled. Therefore, we 
would recommend that the Health Offi- 
cer notify the County Board of Super- 
visors that they must connect the

of this city, higher than what they 
have been during the past school year 
until after the Council has made the 
tax levy and ascertained the amount 
of ‘money they are to receive for the 
coming school year, the city charter 
limiting the amount that can be pro- 
vided for such purpose. 

Councilman Nickell objected strenu- 
ously to the adoption of the report in 
this form. He argued that the portion 
referring to teachers’ salaries should 
first be eliminated. 

Councilman Gaffey said that although 
the salaries had already been fixed, he 
did not see why the school board could 
not arrange with the teachers to work 
for stmallers’sajaries if the teachers 
were told that'there was not money 
enough. 

Councilman Innes said that the idea 
of this recommendation was that 
although the salaries had already been 
fixed, yet there was nothing to prevent 
another raise of salaries if the board 
so desired. There was no telling when 
the board might make such raise, and 
it was believed advisable that this ad- 
vice should be tendered. 

Councilman Nickell said that this 
matter was one over which the Coun- 
cil had no jurisdiction. If the board 
did not do its duty, then two years 
from now the people could retaliate 
toward its members. 

Councilman Munson said that as 
far as the salaries were concerned, 
they had already been fixed, and could 
not now be changed. =. 

Councilman Nickell said that he did 
not think the school board was doing 
just as it ought to, and he had op- 
posed the raising of salaries. He did 
not, however, think it his place to 
represent the First- Ward in the Coun- 
cil and also in the school board. 

A motion to amend the report by 
striking out the part of it which re- 
ferred to the raising of the salaries of 
teachers was lost, and the motion to 
adopt the report as a whole was car- 


ied.

In the matter of the communication 
from H. G. Brainard referred. to this 
committee we recommend that it be 
referred back to the Council without 
recommendation. 

The communication was in reference

against County Treasurer Shorb and 


his bondsmen, to compel the defendants 


to make good the deficiency in the 
treasury due to the failure of the City 
Bank, was filed late yesterday after- 
noon by the District Attorney. 

It was surmised that the matter 
would be settled without resort to a 
civil suit, but no marked indications 
in that direction were manifest up to 
the time of the filing of the document 
referred to. 


In substance the complaint is as fol- 
lows: 

“The people of the State of Cali- 
fornia vs. J. de Barth Shorb, Herman 
W. Helfman, John E. Plater, Robert 
S. Baker, J. H. Braly, S. H. Mott, 
George H. Bonebrake, F. C. Howes, 
Warren Gillelen, L. N. Breed, D. O. 
Miltimore, R. M. Widney, R. G. Lunt, 
J. J. Schallert, A. D. Childress, G. W. 
Hughes, J. M. Witmer, J. M. C. 
Marble, John Bryson, Sr., H. J. Wool- 
lacott, F. Q. Story, Andrew Glassell, 
John 8. Park. 

“Now comes the plaintiff in the 
above/jentitled action and complains. 

“First—That at all of the times 
herein mentioned the county of Los 
Angeles was a body corporate and 
politic within the State of California; 
that one of the defendants above 
named, to wit, J. de Barth Shorb, was, 
at a general election held in 
county and State on November 8, 
1892, duly elected to the office of Treas- 
urer in and for the said county of ‘Los 
Angeles, to hold said office for the 
term of two years from and after the 
first Monday after the first day of 
January, thence next ensuing 

*“Second—That thereafter, to-wit, on 
December 5, 1892, said defendant 
Shorb, as such Treasurer, and as prin- 
cipal, did duly execute, in favor of the 
people of California, his official bond 
as such Treasurer in the penal sum of 
$150,000, and that said defendants, ' 
other than said Shorb, as_ sureties 
upon said bond, did all and each 
duly execute said bond as such, a 
true copy of which bond was  exe- 
cuted as aforesaid and is hereto at- 
tached. 

“Third—That afterward, towit, on 
the 5th day of December, 1892, said 
bond and such sureties were duly ap- 
proved by Walter Van Dyke, J. W. 
McKinley, Lucien Shaw, W. H. Clark, 
W. P. Wade and B. N. Smith, each 
and all of whom were ‘then and there 
supertor judges, and all of the Superior 
Court of said county of Los Angeles, 
and such approval was then and there 
duly indorsed upon said bond and 
signed by said judges, and duly filed 
with the County Clerk of said county 
of Los Angeles, and was, as 80 exe- 
cuted and approved and filed, recorded 
on December 17, 1892, in the office of 
the Recorder of said county, and said 
bond has ever since been on file and 
kept in the office of the Clerk of said | 
county. 

‘“‘Fourth—That on the 5th day of 
December, 1892, the said J. de Barth 
Shorb, defendant, duly took and filed 
with the County Clerk of said county 
of Los Angeles his oath of office as 
Treasurer of said county, and after- 
ward, towit, on the 2d day of Jan- 
uary, 1893, said J. de Barth Shorb duly 
entered upon and assumed the duties of 
said office of Treasurer of said county. 
and ever since, and at all of the times 
herein mentioned, has been, and now is, 
the duly elected, qualified and acting 
Treasurer of Los Angeles county. 

“Fifth—That at all of the times herein 
mentioned the City Bank has been, and 
now is, a corporation, organized under 
the laws of the State of California, 
for the purpose of transacting a gen- 
eral banking business, and has trans- 
acted such business in said county of 
Los Angeles. 

“Sixth—That between the 2d day of 
January, 1893, and the 17th day of 
June, 1893, there were received by and 
came into possession and custody of 
said defendant, Shorb, as such Treas- 
urer, large sums of public money be- 
longing to said county of Los Angeles; 
that between the Ist day of February, 
1893, and the 17th day of June, 1893, 
said defendant, Shorb, as County Treas- 
urer, caused to be made deposits of 
eaid public’ money of said county, so 
received by him as aforesaid, and in 
his custody as such T urer, in said 
City Bank, to the amountof $38,650; that 
of said amount so deposited there was 
withdrawn from said bank, for the dis- 


“hursement of said county, up to the 17th 


day of June, 1893, the sum of $10,440, 
leaving on deposit in said City Bank, 
on said date last aforesaid, of the pub- 
lic moneys of said county so deposited 
as aforesaid, the sum of $28,210; that said 
bank used the said money of said 
county, so deposited as aforesaid, in 
general business of said bank; that on 
or about the 20th day of June, 1893, 
paid City Bank became insol- 
vent, suspended payment, closed its 
doors, and has not since resumed busi- 
ness; that there has been paid to said

Treasurer since the 17th day of June, 
1893, of said money so deposited by 
said Defendant Shorb, as County 
Treasurer as aforesaid, the sum of 
$8299.01 and no more, leaving unpaid 
of said money so deposited the sum of 
$22,910.99; that on account of said in- 
solvency and failure of said bank on 
June 20, 1893, said bank became and 
was unable to pay the said Treasurer 
said sum last aforesaid, or any part 
thereof, and has ever since failed and 
refused to pay the same or any part 
thereof, and no part of said sum has 
been returned to the treasury of 
said county, or to said Treasurer; that 
by reason of the acts of said Shorb 
as such Treasurer aforesaid in so de- 
positing said public money in said 
bank as aforesaid, there is a shortage 
or deficiency in the public funds of 
said county so received by said Shorb 
as such Treasurer of said sum of 
$22,910.99; that said sum last aforesaid 
was not paid out or disbursed by said 
Treasurer according to law and has 
been lost to said county in the man- 
ner aforesaid; that on or about the 
6th day of July, 1893, said county 
made demand on said Treasurer to 
pay into the treasury of said county 
the said sum of $22,910.99, and said 
Treasurer then and there failed and 
refused, and ever since has failed and 
refused to pay said.sum, or any part 
thereof. 

“Seventh—That by reason of fhe 
acts of said Treasurer as aforesaid, 
and because of the failure of said 
Shorb to well and faithfully perform 
all official duties required of him by 
law, and to well and faithfully exe- 
cute and perform all duties of such 
office of Treasurer required by law 
to be enacted subsequently to the 
execution of said bond, and by reason 
of the failure of said Shorb in his 
official duties as such Treasurer, the 
said Shorb, as _ principal upon said 
bond, and co-defendants of said Shorb, 
as sureties thereon, have become liable 
upon said bond, and are indebted to 
said plaintiff in the sum of $22,910.99. 
Neither of said defendants have ait 
any time been released from said 
bond, and said breaches of the con- 
ditions thereof were committed while 
said bond was in full force, and dur- 
ing the term of office of said Shorb 
as Treasurer. 

“Wherefore, plaintiff asks judgment 
against said defendants for the said

WARREN WILSON’S LOAN. 

A decision was yesterday handed 
down by Judge Ross in the Circuit 
Court in the case of Frederick N: 
Pauly, receiver of the California Na- 
tional Bank of San Diego, vs. War- 
ren Wilsen. The suit was for the 
payment of a ‘promissory note for 
$9306.50, with interest, payable three 
months after date. The note on 
which suit was entered was a, re- 
newal of the original note, which, re- 
mained unpaid. As collateral for the 
‘first note there was given to the bank 
a promissory note signed by a party 
named Smith, to which was annexed 
as security a certificate in Smith's 
name for 220 shares of stock of the 
San Diego Sun Company. This col- 
lateral continued as security for the 
note sued on. 

It was contended by the defendant 
that certain transactions were had 
with respect to the collateral security 
which amounted in law to a conver- 


sion on the part of the bank. - These | 
22) shares of stock were claimed to be 
worth $40 per share, and to this extent 
the defense claimed the note should 
be credited. 

It seems that the officers of the 
bank became dissatisfied with Smith, 
and it was mutually agreed by all 
the parties interested that the 220 
shares of Sun stock should be sold. 
Purchasers were found in the persons 
of L. A. Wright and A. H. Isham, 
who, however, did not pay the cash, 
but gave therefor notes for the re- 
spective amounts and signed by them- 
selves, payable to the California Na- 
tional Bank. 

The note of Smith was_ thereupon 
surrendered by the bank to Wilson 
and by him returned to Smith. 

Defendant's attorneys therefore 
claimed that the bank had, in the 
shape of the Isham and Wright notes, 
received the benefit of the 220 share of 
Sun stock at $40 per share, and that 
the amount, $8800, should be deducted 
from the amount due on the- Wilson 
note. The findings and judgment of 
the court were in accordance with 
these facts. Mr. Wilson will there- 
fore have to pay Receiver Pauley the 
sum of $506.50, together with whatever 
interest is due on the note sued on.

Rumors That Personal Spite is at the Bote 
tom of the Trouble Between North- 
ern and Southern Hor- 
ticulturists. 


The supervisors held a two hours’ 
session yesterday morning, during 
which they took occasion to enter at 
some length into the merits of the 
controversy now on between the local 
fruit men and the State Board of 
Horticulture. 

The discussion started by the pre- 
senting of several demands, put in by 
parties who had had certain infested 
lots of trees burned by order of the 
horticultural commissioners, which 
came up in the course of routine work. 
It was decided to reject the demands 
forthwith, and the topic of insect 
pests being once broached, some 
further debate was indulged in. 

When Mr. Koebele, it appears, went 
to Australia on his last mission, and 
Bent back the orcus chalybeus, he was 
acting as a government agent, and 
&s such very naturally forwarded the 
Parasites collected to Prof. Coquillet, 
the department representative in this 
State, the latter colonizing them in 
the Kercheval orchard. Since that 
time there has been considerable dis- 
pute as to who was rightly in charge 
“of the bugs. As _ Prof. Coquillet 
seemed to be the highest in authority 
in the matter, he was authorized a 
few days ago to place a man in the 
Kercheval orchard at a fixed salary, to 
be paid by the Board of Supervisors. 
Directly after receiving such instruc- 
tions from the supervisors word came 
from Washington to the gentleman 
authorizing him to do the same thing 
@& the expense of the Agricultural 
Department. After receiving the let- 
ter, the professor immediately notified 
the Board of Supervisors by the fol- 
lowing, which was placed on file: 

“Gentlemen: In accordance with in- 
structions received from C. V. Riley, 
chief of the division of entomology, 
Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, I am authorized to reliéve you of 
the expense of employing a person to 
guard the colony of steel-blue lady- 
birds on the grounds of L. M. Ker- 
cheval, in this city. Accordingly un- 
til further notice, such -expense will 
be borne by this division, and will 
date from the 20th inst.

After the reading of the above yes- 
terday, Quarantine Officer Alexander 
Craw, of the State board, came into 
the supervisors’ room with the request 
that he be allowed to take a colony 
sf the parasites from the Kercheval 
orchard. Here is where the ‘rub oc- 
curred. The supervisors, in view of 
the undoubted authority of Prof. Co- 
quillet, hardly considered that they had 
any rights in the matter, and each and 

every member, while stating that they 
‘would be glad if it could be so arrang- 

as. to afford Mr. Craw the desired 
ivilege, expressed themselves very 
naturally as being unwilling to make 
any order to that effect.

From the condition of affairs, he was 


‘of the opinion that there must be some 
‘animus existing, and if such was the 
icase, the board desired to know it in 
order to act inteligibly in the rhatter. 

Mr. Craw replied that he believed 
that there was some animus, but as 
to just the cause of it he was not pre- 
pared to say at present. 

The supervisor pressed Mr. Craw for 
@ @ecided reply, but could obtain 
nothing more satisfactory from him. 

As to the general question of scale 
bugs and parasites, Mr. Craw said that 
he believed that the black scale para- 
site, now at work on Ellwood Cooper's 
orchard at Santa Barbara, would, in 
time, thoroughly rid the orchards of 
those pests, and he advised a cessa- 
tion of spraying in order’ that 
the parasites might have a chance to 
increase in numbers. As to the red 
scale, he did not insist that the orcus 
chalybeus would prove an effective 
remedy in a short period of time, and 
left it to be understood that, in con- 
sequence, he did not advise the aban- 
donment of gassing as a means of de- 
stroying them. 

The subject of the purple scale and 
its capabilities as an enemy of 
fruit-grower was then brought up by 
members of the board. Several leaves 
and twigs were exhibited having on 
them what was supposed to be the 
purple insect, which Mr. Craw _ pro- 
nounced to be the genuine article. 

_ The class of remedies most efficient 
in treating trees infested with this 

t was also discussed, and Horticul- 
ural Commissioner Scott was urged 
to be as vigilant in dealing with the 
newcomer as with the more familiar 
varieties of the scale. 

The supervisors have become thor- 
oughly aroused on the question of this 
consiant strife between the northern 
and southern horticulturists, and have 
announced their determination to get 
at the bottom of the whole affair as 
soon as possible, if such a thing can 
be done. 

During the last few days a rumor 
has gained currency which rather puts 
a different phase on the matter, and 
that is to the effect that one or two 
individuals here are engaged in atir- 
ring up the discord in order to give 
vent to their private and_ personal 
spite. Farther than this, some crooked 
work is charged, and many disparag- 
ing allusions have been, made, the truth 
of which the supervis®rs wish to def- 
finitely ascertain before taking many 
steps in a decided direction. 


SUPPOSED SUICIDE’ 


A Dead Body Found in in ‘the Brush on the 
River Bank. 

The dead body of a man, evidently a 
suicide, was found on the east river 
bank yesterday afternoon. 

Two small boys, who chanced to be in 
that neighborhood, discovered the re- 
mains lying among the underbrush some 
two or three hundred feet south of the 
Buena Vista street bridge.

lying close beside him anda wound in 
his left breast, around which wasa 
quantity of clotted blood, told the story 
of how he had ended his life. He was 
well dressed, had on a dark suit of 
clothes with a white shirt and gaudy 
necktie. His shoes were good ones and 
well polished, 

Judging from the appearance of the 
body it was thought that he had been 
dead for nearly twenty-four hours. The

some weeks since. Boteller was a 
former resident of Ventura, about 25 
years of age, and when last seen had on 
a suit of blueclothes. He escaped from 
the gold-cure hospital on July 28, and 
his relatives at Ventura have been 
searching for him far and near since 
that time, offering a reward to anyone 
who would apprise them of his where- 
abouts.

ABOUT TRANSFERS. 


A Contemplated Change in Re- 
cording Deeds. 


The Supervisors Considering the Adoption 
of a Uniform and More Economic 
Method in Transcribing— 

Torrens System. 


The supervisors recently sent out the 
following circular letter to a number of 
citizens, accompanying it with the 
ordinary forms of a deed and a mort- 
gage now in general use: 

“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Aug. 18. 

‘Dear Sir: Enclosed herewith- we 


| hand you a form of deed and mortgage 


for your careful consideration as to 
whether they meet with your approba- 
tion or not. The Board of Supervisors 
is considering the advisability of intro- 
ducing printed records in the Recorder’s 
office, thereby saving large sums of 
money to the county in the matter of 
transcribing. and at the same time to 
establish a uniform system of deeds and 
transfers. By having the forms printed 
the only expense will be the writing, 
thereby decreasing the percentage of 
errors. These forms have beenthought 
to be the most concise and also to cover 
the ground as far as regards their 
legality. 


“We trust that you will thoroughly 


consider this matter and return to us 
your decision as early as possible. 

‘‘We have adopted this method in the 
hope of obtaining the opinion of the 
representative people of this county. 

‘*Yours respectfully, 

“J. W. COOK, 
‘“‘Chairman of Board of Supervisors.”’ 

Several replies have already been re- 
ceived most of them. approving the 
plan, but some of the parties addressed 
have called the attention of the 
supervisors to the expected adoption 
by the aext Legislature of the Torrens 
system of land transfers which would 
again bring about an entire change in 
the books use® in the Kecorder’s office. 

As tothe form of deed another sug- 
gestion has been offered. and that is to 
adopt the one given in section 1092 of 
the Civil Code. It is much more brief 
and as good in every possible respect as 
the form now ordinarily used and which 
the supervisors sent out with their let- 
ter. Besides, in the course of years the 
briefer form would result in a very ma- 
terial saving to the county even if the 
printed records are adopted. The code 
expressly provides what covenants are 
implied in such a form and there is 
nothing whatever to be gained by using 
a longer or more verbose form. 

The same may also be said with re- 
gard to the form of mortgage. Another 
reform is suggested and that is the pro- 
vision with reference toattorney’s fees, 
should be omitted from the note and 
inserted only in the mortgage itself, 
as sach provision destroys the negotia- 
bility of a promissory note. 

While the entire tendency of the 
present day is toward brevity, even 
in legal matters, thus doing away with 
repetitions and cumbersome exproes- 
sions which were formerly deemed nec- 
essary, yet it seems that the bar of this 
city has never taken concerted action 
to adopt the brieferforms of deed and 
mertgage prescribed by the code com- 
missioners of this State and upheld 
time and again by the Supreme Court. 

Should the supervisors, therefore, 
adopt the shorter form and use it in 
the record books, it will practically 
compel conveyancers to conform to 
the system thus in use. At least that 
much will be gained by the supervis- 
ors’ proposed action, even though the 
Torrens system is adopted by the Leg- 
islature atthe next session. Prudence, 
however, would dictate that the county 
should not be put to such expense as is 
contemplated in the supervisors’ circu- 
lar until something definite is known 
regarding the adoption of the Torrens 
system. 


A VICIOUS DOG. 


Several Persons Bitten by the Beast Before 
e Was Captured. 

Yesterday afternoon complaint was 
made at the police station thata vicious 
dog was at large on the Streets, and 
that the brute had bitten several peo- 
ple, among them a lady, who was quite 
badly hurt. The dog belonged to 
Rudolpk, one of the proprietors of the 
Pacific saloon, and is a powerful ani- 
mal, capable of dragging down a man, 
Mounted Officer Alfredo Arguello was 
sent ont to capture the animal, and, 
taking his riata, started on the hunt, 
accompanied by Sergt. Jeffries and sev- 
eral foot officers. The dog was located 
at Spring and Fourth streets, when the 
fun.began.

CITY BANK AFFAIRS. 


Talk of the Resignation of the Receiver and 
His Attorney. 

A rumor was current yesterday that 
Receiver Brodtbeck and Attorney Bur- 
nett of the defunct City Bank were both 
tired of the animadversions to which 
they have been sybjected recently and 
were on the ppint of resigning their po- 
sitions. It was given out that both of 
the gentlemen had so informed Mr. 
Jones, and that they were only await- 
ing the retarn of Judge Shaw to put 


“their intentions into effect. 


Receiver Brodtbeck was seen by a 
Times reporter yesterday afternoon, at 
his new office in the Citizens’ Bank, and 
questioned regarding the matter. He 
admitted that Mr. Burnett had ex- 
pressed a desire to be relieved of his 


present responsibility, but so far 
had taken no real steps that 
would warrant the spreading of 
such a report. As for himself, 


Mr. Brodtbeck said he would finally de- 
cide mext Friday, when the City Bank 
matter comes up, before Judge Shaw. 
Mr. Brodtbeck said he was a business 
man himself, and desired to close up 
the affairs of the suspended institution 
as early as possible, so that he could 
go beck to his own neglected business. 


However, some people seemed to think 


that he desired to hold on as long as 
possible, and was not pushing matters 
with as much facility as he ought. To 
such it was, perhaps, necessary to say 
that the receiver is under the orders of 
the court, and cannot act any faster 
than he is allowed to.
